Referee Dick Roche Declares
The Bout a Draw at the

TWO PRELIMINARY SET-TOS,

Mr. Smith, of Norfolk, Quits in One Affair,
and Mr. Jack Hannigan of

Pittsburg Is Practically Knocked
Out in the Other.

There were fully 3,000 spectators surroundingthe ring and on the bleachers
when Jimmy Barry and Sammy Kelly, the
crack bantam weight fighters, entered the
ring of the Broadway Athletic Club last
night. During the delay that preceded
their appearance there was ample time for
the followers of the two stars to get their
money down. Kelly was the favorite of
the crowd, but the "bookies," gamblers and
others who bet were playing their money
on Barry at odds of $100 to $70.
The coming of Barry was announced by

the cheers of the crowd on the east bleachers.In his wake followed Joe Choynski,
George Dixon and Bob Armstrong. Barry
sat in his corner and held a whispered con.

vernation with I'arson Davies, while Kelly
and his retinue, which comprised Paddy
Moran, Larry Burns and Top Sawyer, with
bottles and towels, squeezed through the
aisle to the ring. His appearance wns the
signal for prolonged applause from his admirers.

Kourul 1--When the boys came Barry feinted
and darned around the ring, making the first
lead with his left, which was short, and then
dashed in, landing a smart left on the head
without a return. Kelly then dashed in. landinga hard right, which he followed with a
great left, sending Harry staggering to the
lopes. Again Kelly jumped in and drove a
great left on the face, Harry swinging his left
hard to the neck. Kelly got in twice and had
all the best of the round.
Itound 2.In their eaaernesa to land they rushed

to a clinch, after which Bany got n good left on
the face, but received the worst of a sharp rally
that followed. Kelly then hooked Barry with a
hard left, but was punched on the wind twice
in return, and then ran into a great left swing.
Barry swung uiid nearly fell from the force of
the blow that he missed, but came hack with a
jab that sent Kelly's head back with a jerk.

right and left in return. Barry played havoc
on Kelly's ribs, after which they countered
heavily. Kelly's left on the wind was a corker,
but Barry jumped in with both hands, getting
a soaker on the short ribs, after which they
mixed It merrily, while the crowd applauded.
Barry had the best o( this round.
ltound 4.Both missed with their lefts, but

Barry got a beauty right on the ear. They
countered prettily and Barry sent a terrific
drive with a straight left on the nose that
shook Kelly up and repeated with a very hard
right on the wind that made Sammy clinch.
Fast work and three clinches followed.
Round 5.Barry rushed in with a left on the

face, and Kelly sent his left on the ear. only
to he caught hard with a right on the short ribs.

Hound 6.Barry freshened remarkably during

liis rest and opened savagely, getting in two
groat lefts and then sending his right on the
head, while Kelly contented himself with two
good lefts. Barry drove a hard left on the nose
and the blood cam? fast, while Kelly got a right
that staggered Barry. The work was terrific at
this stage. Barry fighting like a demon and doing
great damage ,
Round 7.Barry jabbed Kelly's nose, and

brought the ruby afresh. Then he landed two
left smashes, the first of which almost toppled
Mammy over. Kelly found the wind twice, but
Barry drove a corker on the face, after which
they clinched twice. Kelly tried a rush, but
Barry met him with a series of hard punches.
Kelly appeared to he tiring, while Barry was
fighting his l>est.
Round 8 As usual Barry flashed in with his

left on the fac while Kelly tried for the
body successfully. Again Kelly got the wind
hard, and then caught Barry a back swing that
almost sent him down. There was a sharp bit
of short-arm work after, and then the bell
sounded.
Round 9-Barry's left was first to land, and

then he got his right on the body in great shnne.
while Sammy jabbed on the face. Both stood
close up, and Kelly visited the body, while
Barry sent his left twice to the head and
planted a errible right square on the wind.

heap of punishment until the sixth round,
wlnyi he was practically knocked out.

Smith, of Norfolk. V a. This was another
slugging match. Both men began and finishedby cutting huge slices out of the atmosphere.After two minutes and fortyflv»eseconds of the second round bad been
fought Smith went down on his face. No
one saw him struck with sufficient force
to cause his topple and there were those
present who intimated rather loudly that
Mr. Smith had "quit."
